Priority 

1. Receipt is acknow ledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 8-9 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form because a 
multiple dependent claim 8 depends from another multiple dependent claim 7 and a multiple 
dependent claim 9 depends from another multiple dependent claim 8. See MPEP § 608.0 l(n). 
Accordingly, the claims 8-9 have not been further treated on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particuiarl\ pointing out and distinctly claimnig the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his in\ention. 

4. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

1 he limitation that ^Ihe resistive layer is not patterned" is indefinite. It is unclear whether the 
resistive la\'er has a irregular pattern or has no pattern. For the examining purpose, it is assumed 
that any pattern of the resistive layer could be possible. 

Claim Rejections - 35 CSC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 

basis ior the [cjctjiion> under ihis section made in thi^ Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(h) ihc invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this countr\ . more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claims 1-2 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Mougin et 
al. (USPT 5 J64,000). 

Re claim 1-2; Mougin teaches a flat display screen anode having phosphor elements, and the 
phosphor elements are deposited on at least one biasing electrode (19) including a resistive layer 
1 18) (Sec Fig. 3-Fig.7). 

Re claim 10: Mougin discloses a cathode for generating electrons bombarding the 
cathodoluminescent anode (Sec Fig. 8). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claims 3-5 and 6-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Mougin as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Flinotani et al. {USPT 4.720,655). 
Re claims 3-5; Although Mougin discloses a resistive layer, he does not teaches a reflective 
conductive layer. However. Hinotani discloses a reflective conductive layer (23 in Fig, 2 and Fig. 
3). it would have been obvious to one ha\ ing ordinarx skill in the art at the time of the in\'ention 
to employ Hinotani's retlective conductive layer on Mougin's resistive layer, motivated by the 
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teachings of Hinotani that The metalHc layer 23 can be adhered to the panel surface with 
improved stability without the likelihood of peeling off (coL 4, lines 66-68 )/^ 

Re claim 7: Hitolani discloses that the resistive layer has the same pattern as the reflective layer 
(See Fig. 3)
